I.  The  district  uf  Lewis,  in  the  Isle  of  Lewis  and  county  of  Ross  and  Cromarty ;  a  small  por- 
tion of  Harris,  also  in  the  Isle  of  Lewis,  but  county  of  Inverness ;  and  parts  of  Sutherlandshire, 
and  the  Mainland  of  Ross  and  Cromarty  ;  together  with  the  Title  of  the  Map. 

II.  The  Orkney  Islands  ;  all  Caithness-shire  ;  nearly  the  whole  of  Sutherlandshire  ;  and  a 
narrow  strip  of  Ross  and  Cromarty ;  also  the  Explanation  of  the  INIap. 

III.  The  southern  part  of  the  district  of  Harris  ;  North  LT ist,  Benl^ecula,  South  Uist,  Barra,  and 
others  of  the  Hebrides,  or  Western  Isles ;  the  Isle  of  Skye,  and  a  great  portion  of  Inverness- 
shire  JNIainland ;  the  larger  part  of  the  Mainland  of  Ross  and  Cromarty  ;  the  Islands  of  Tiree, 
Coll,  and  Mull ;  and  the  northern  portion  of  the  JNIainland  of  Argyllshire. 

IV.  A  very  small  part  of  Sutherland  ;  the  eastern  portion  of  Ross  and  Cromarty,  and  of  Ixver- 
ness-shire  ;  the  entire  Counties  of  Nairn,  Elgin,  Banff,  Aberdeen,  Kincardine,  and  Forfar  ; 
almost  the  whole  of  Perthshire  ;  and  the  northern  portion  of  Fife. 

V.  The  Islands  of  Islay,  Jura,  and  Colonsay  ;  the  southern  part  of  the  Mainland  of  Argyll- 
shire ;  the  Isles  of  Arran  and  Bute,  both  in  the  county  of  Bute  ;  small  portions  of  the  Counties 
of  Dumbarton,  Renfrew,  and  Ayr ;  and  the  western  part  of  Wigtonsiiire  ;  together  M'ith  a 
V^iEW  of  ISIelrose  Abbey. 

XL  That  part  of  Perthshire  bordering  on  the  River  Forth,  its  southern  limit ;  the  Counties  of 
►Stirling,  Clackmannan,  and  Kinross;  the  southern  part  of  Fife ;  almost  the  whole  of  Dum- 
bartonshire, Renfrewshire,  and  Ayrshire;  the  eastern  part  of  Wigtonshire;  and  the 
entire  Counties  of  Lanark,  Linlithgow,  Edinburgh,  Haddington,  Peebles,  Selkirk,  Kirk- 
cudbright, Dumfries,  Roxburgh,  and  Berwick;  the  three  last  bordering  upon  England. 
This  division  of  the  Map  also  contains  the  Scale  of  Miles. 
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
